B.  The  toial  length  of  pipe  is  about  thirty 
Emma  ;  miles.

This  is 
not  the  case,  however,  aa  the  three  driven 
wells  are  simply  intendedJJor  a  reserve,  and 
there  is  no  connection  between  them  and 
the  pumps.  The  water  is  drawn  entirely 
from  one  of  the  open  welfe,  of  which  there 
are  two,  and  the  flow  in  either  one  is  much 
larger  than  the  demands  ef  the  service  will 
equire  for  a  long  time  to  eome.  An  analy¬ 
sis  of  the  water  of  tho  driven  wells  showed 
impurities  of  any  kiad.  and  traces  of 
mineral  were  very  slight.! The  water  in  the 
open  wells  is  believed  to  be  even  softer, 
and  has  grown  noticeably  so  in  use.
